Claims 146-156, 158-208, 226-230, 277, and 294-302 are allowed.

In the claimed systems for drying a web, the systems having all the claimed features 
therein including a permeable dewatering fabric contacting the web, the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest a permeable dewatering fabric that comprises a vector layer which contains 
fibers which are equal to or greater than approximately 67 dtex. 

In the claimed methods for drying a web or for pressing and drying a web, the methods 
having all the claimed features including disposing the web between two fabrics, the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest at least one of the fabrics comprising a vector layer which contains 
fibers which are equal to or greater than approximately 67 dtex.
